Man and Wounding Sev- 


eral—Other Mishaps, 


KILLED BY A BURSTING BOILER. 


RIDGEVILLK, a C., Oct 22.—A boiler 


exploded Tuesday In J. A. Quackeubush's 
saw-mill, killing seven persons. The ex- 
plosion was caused by firing with heavy 
tat lightwood butts, causing steam to gen- 
erate faster than the safety-valve would re- 
lieve it 
Portions of the boiler weighing 


several hundred pounds were thrown ttiree 
hundred yards. The dome has not been 
found. Pieces of machinery were thrown 
in every direction. The men were thrown 
from fifty to seventy-five yards, and were 
stripped of every vestige of clothing. Even 
their shoes were blown from their feet 


DEATH IN A JUNE. 


WILKESBAKKE, Pa,,0ct. 22.—For months 


past a danger signal has been conspicuously 
posted at the entrance to an abandoned sec- 
tion of No. 3 slope in the Delaware & Hud- 
son coal mine. Yesterday Peter Zelentzky, • 
an ignorant Pole prompted by curiosity 
eutared the deserted works with a miner's 
exposed lamp burning in his hat 
Imme- 


diately after his disappearanoe in the dark 
chamber there was a canuon-Hke roar, 
a sweep of wind which extinguished all 
the subterranean lights, and a reverbera- 
tion that dismantled 
tilt hoisting ma- 


chinery. 
The timber-caps crumbled under 


tha weakening roof, portions of which tell 
oa the entombed miners. 
Then came 


a second explosion, fiercer, louder and 
mora death-dealing than the first. Its de- 
tomitiou was heard for miles 
around. 


Instantly following the shock a sheet of 
flame swept through the stope, up the 
shaft 
and out above 
the 
fan 
house. 


Beams and shingles were carried away 
from the breaker and floated to an altitude 
of four hundred feet 
After two or three 


mighty spurts, like the sudden and lighted 
exposure of a gas well, the red blast sub- 
sided into the shaft whence it had come 
and soon expired. 


The two shocks, so suggestive of calam- 


ity in the mining regions, aroused the 
neighborhood to prompt action. A descent 
was made into the slope bya rescuing party, 
and the dead and dylnK were raised to the 
surface by the assistance of a ciude ho.stiT.

ANTI-CHINESE AGITATION. 


Report af Governor Squire, of "Washington 


Territory, on the Subject. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—Governor Wat- 


eon Squiie, of Washington Territory, has 
sent a f-pecial report to the Secretary of the 
Interior upon the anti-Chinese agitation in 
the Territory in which he says that the 
principal point where violent demonstrations 
have bsen made is Seattle, but that there 
has been a great deal of agitation at Ta- 
coma. The persons accused of ki'Hng the 
Chinese hop-pickers near Seattle have beea 
arrested, and one is now in jail under in- 
dictment for murder in the first degree. 
Strong etfoits have been made to intimi- 
date Chinese employes at the Franklin and 
Newcastle coal mines,'1 and many of the 
Chinese are leaving. Ihese places are now 
quiet, but the cual companies are anxious 
in regard to the safety of their property. 


The Chinese Consul at San Francisco 


was i'lformtid that the persons accu-e<l of 
murdering Chinese had been arrested. The 
Governor says that it has been his desire to 
maintain order without the employment of 
troops, and 
i» strong organization ot the 


better class of citi/.ens at beattle has ar- 
rayed Itself under the law for the preseiva- 
tion of peace. The situation has been 
improving from day to day, and it is con- 
cluded that no necessity exists for calling 
upon the military. If serious trouble arises 
the Secretary will be notified by telcgiaph, 
and if troops should be required there is an 
ample force at Vancouver barracks, within 
a few hours ot the disturbed locality.
